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FIRES. 


Three Big Blazes in the City Since 


Saturday. 

The much-burned Armory building re- 
ceived another scorching last night shortly 
after 11 o’clock. The loss by fire ana water 
will probably foot up $15,000, and it would 
bave been much greater had it not been for 
the prompt efforts of the Salvage Corps in 
covering goods on the first floor. The fire 
broke out in the wholesale gents’ furnishing 
goods house of Kaminer, Cohen & Prinz, who 
occupied the secona story onthe Washington 
avenue front. On the lower 
floors were the jewelry establishment 
of A. W. Craig, and Green & Cavanaugh’s 


gents’ furnishing goods store. The stocks in 
bc tb these stores were well covered with tar- 
paulins by the Saivage Corps, and although 
water poured down ina deluge through the 
ceilings, the loss will be small. The millin- 
ery stock of I. & T. Martin, which occupies 
the corner over Green & Cavanaugh, was 
considerably damaged by water. It was only 
with difficulty thatthe entire building was 
saved from destruction. Kaminer, 
Cohen & Prinz estimate their 
loss at $10,060, upon which they lave an in- 
surance of $9,500, The building is damaged 
about #100. Green & Cavanaugh will lose 
$6500 by water, fullyinsured, and Craig’s loss 
will not exceed $1,000. The building belongs 
to the Collier estate and is fully insured. 
THE HARRISON WIRE MILLS. 

Sbortly before 1 o’clock yesterday morning 
the Harrison Wire Milis, which occupied the 
block bounded by Higb, Twenty-second, 
Papin and Gratiot streets, took fire, and was 
partially destroyed. The flames originated 
inthe engine-room, and spread rapidly over 
the extensive buildings. The loss foots up 
nearly $40,(00. The works are insured for 
$100,000. About 400 men and boys are thrown 
out of employment by the fire. This morn- 
ing the men started to work cleaning away 
the debris, preparatory to rebuilding, which 
will be done at once. 

THE HORNET BLAZE. 

About 11 o’clock tast Saturday night the 
Hornet oflice, on Pine, just above Seventh 
street, Was destroyed by fire and a large 
amount of stings and funny things were scat- 
tered about the building by the engine 
streams, which can never do such effective 
work as when they strike a printer’s *‘case.”’

How Many Squares Make a Mile—Heaven 
Street vs. Tamm Road, Etc. 


In the city of St. Louis there are about 
eeven hundred streets, two hundred of them 
being in Carondelet. Their aggregate iength 
exceeds seven buhdred miles. In many coun- 
try towns there is but a single street, upon 
which everything, from tbe post-office to the 
parsonage, is located. If St. Louis were con- 
structed upon thesametingle track plan, it 
would reach to Buifalo, N. Y., Vicksburg, 
Miss.,or St. Paul, Mion. O’Leary might 
walk seven daysin St. Louis and never tray- 
erse the same !)!ock twice. 
ten miles a day, it would take a person over 
two months to see all there is of St. Lous. 
There are alout twenty-tive miles of 
wooden pavement. . The longest street in St. 
Louis is Grand avenue,which measures four- 
teen miles from the Mississippi on the north 
tothe River des Peres on the south. Its 
greatest distance west from the river is 
reached at Laciede avenue, where it is three 
miles. The sbortest street in the city is Small 
street. Small streetis about three biocks 
north of the Missouri Pacific Railroad tracks, 
and yunseast and west, terminating on a 
line with Garrison avenue. It is only 275 
feetieng. IJtis notan alley, por can it ever 
be opened further either way—it must always 
remain Small street. The most elevated 
point of the city is at the intersection of Ar- 
senal street 2nd the Gravois road: tbe most 
depressed is south of Myrtle and east of 
Fourtb. At fourth and Olive streets there 
isa medium elevation. Irom Fourth street 
to Garrison avenue there is a general rise of 
sixty-five feet. 

WHAT MAKES A MILE, 

In St. Louis distance is always estimated 
by blocks or squares. According to popular 
behef,a mile 1s anywhere from twelve to 
twenty squares. Inorder to settle this un- 
certainty, the following figures and distances 
were obtained by a Post-DIsvaTcn pedes- 
trian from the Street Commissioner’s oflice: 
The average block in the central portion of 
the city is 0 feet, tothis add GO feet, the 
width of ‘he average street, and we have 3060 
fect forthe lencth of the average square. This 
gives alittle over fourteen squares to the 
mile. The correctness of this estimate is 
verified by the following measurements: From 
Fourth and Market to Eighteenth and Mar- 
ket is justone mile, or fourteen blocks. From 


Fourth and Olive to one square 
beyend Garrison avenue is just 
two miles, or twenty-seven squares. From 


Fourth and Franklin avenue to Kighteenth 
and Franklio avenue is also just one mile, or 
fourteen blocks. From Sixth and Market to 
Sixth and Broadway is just a mile, or tifteen 
squares. Krom Chouteau avenue to Uaion 
Market on fifth street is justone mile, or 
sixteen squares. From these measurements 
itseems that from thirteen and one-half to 
fourteen squares make a mile on streets run- 
ning east andl west, and that from fifteen to 
sixteen make the distance on streets running 
north and south. These measurements apply 
to that portion of the city between Cass 
avenue and Chouteau avenue. Outside of these 
limits the s«yuares are rather longer than 
within—so that, taking the whole city, four- 
teen squares to a mile is a close estimate. 
NAMES OF STREETS. 

Various causes, of Which municipal stupid- 
ity was chief, have brought avout co.- 
siderabie confusion in the names 
of our streets. There are at  ijeast 
wrenty instances of duplicate pDames, 
such as Cabanne street and Cabanne avenue, 
Carondelet avenue and Second Carondelet 
avenne, (;amble street and Gamble avenue, 
etc. There are two Center streets, besides a 
Center avenue. Beyond the numerically 
named streets there seems to have been no 
settled plan of naming our streets. Original- 
ly an attempt was made to name the east and 
west streets after popular varieties of trees, 
but after about twenty-five of these had been 
used thelist gaveout. When a new streetis 
opened it devolves uvon the property owners 
to namefit, provided,of course,that such name 
does not conflict with the general plan of the 
Board of Public Improvements. Our street 
namers have sbown a marked fondness for fe- 
male Christian name. There are over fifty of 
them, such as Adelaide, Adelie, Agnes, Ame- 
lia, Angelica, Ann, Anna. Augusta, Carrie, 
Caroline, Celeste, Cecile, Clara, Cora, Eliza- 
beth andthelike. But of Alfreds, Eugenes, 
Johnsand Pauls there are less than a dozen. 
The names of Adams, Benton, Cal- 
houn, (ass, Channing, Clay, 
Columbus, Crittenden, Curran, Douglas, Em- 
met, Fillmore, Franklin, Fulton, Garibaldi, 
Humboldt, Jackson, Jetlerson, Kosciusko, 
Kossuth, Lafayette, Luther, Penn, Pestaloz- 
zi, Scott, Schiller, Webster, Washington and 
Wellington are ail perpetuated in our streets. 
They were great men in their days, but now 
we dishonor them by shaking the dust of our 
feetuponthem. Some twenty-three States 
and Territories are representedin the names 
of our streets; also many cities, such as At- 
lanta, Austin, Baltimore, Boston, Brooklyn, 
Keokuk and Sacramento. Toa bungry man 
perbaps no streets are so delightfully sugges- 
tive as Bacon sireet, Bass street, Ham street 
and Lamkinavenue. A few short years ago 
the noble red man worshipped his Manitou, 
beat his squaw and was happy where now our 
fair city stands. Asarace, indeed, he has 
withered from the town and left no 
trace of himself save in the now blood- 
Jess and peaceful Chippewa, Cherokee, 
Iroquois, Osage, Powhatan, Osceola and 
Hiawathastreets. Potomac street is in the 
southern part of the city—as there are few sa- 
loons upon it, it is generally ‘*all quiet on the 
Potomac.’’ St.Louis contains but one White, 
one Brown, one J)unn, and two Green streets, 
but all are moreor lessblack. Strange to say 
also, the schoo! marms andflitterateurs do by 
no means sflect School, College, University 
and Larned streets. It is also accounted a 
curious fact that the climates of Spring, 
Autumn, Fai), Summer, Winter, and Janu- 
ary streets are exactly alike. Some years ago 
there was a [resident street, a Congress 
street, a Governmentavenue and a Capitol 
avenue, but as the Future Great didn’t secure 
the removal of the Capitol, they were changed. 
In the wavyof incongruities. it may be no- 
tieed that Center and Middle streets are two 
miles apart; Water and Wash streets are as 
dirty as the city contains; that 
Gay street is a  sad-locking hole; 
that notwithstanding Broadway is the widest 
street, yet there isa Superior street in the 
south end, and that one of the most ua- 
fortunate localities in the city is Luckyfstreet. 
That, the streets of St. Louis do notcom- 
pare favorably in appearance with some 
other cities is due to the rapid growth of the 
city, the general use of bituminous coal for 
fuel, apd the prevalence cf the cheap but 
dirty macadam pavement. still, Fourth and 
Fifth streets are handsome, well-kept streets, 
andin the residence portions of the city 
there are many beautiful spots. In con- 
cluding this somewhat rambling chapter, the 
attention of the reader Is called toa street of 
which many citizens are entirely ignorant. 
It is not a long street, neither is it a 
very popularene, Itis called Heaven street. 
The surest way to get toitis via Christian 
and Church streets, although few St. 
Louisians ever arrivethere until after they 
travel the Bellefontaine Road. It can never 
be reached by the Tamm Road.

Aunual Report of the Managers—A Cred- 


itable Showing. 


Whe following is the report of the managers 
of the Woman’s Guardian Home for the two 
years just closed: 

St. Louris, December L. 

Mrs PRESIDENT: The report which we sub- 
mitto you to-day will bea brief review of 
the two years which have passed since our 
last public anniversary. The response to our 
invitation atthattime tothe friends of this 
enterprise to be present at its annual meet- 
Ing was most encouraging, and convinced the 
manacers of the institution of their mistake 
in attempting to carry forward this work suc- 
cessfully while shrinking through false deli- 
-aey from presenting its claims upon the pub- 
lic, Thatitis nota beautiful charity none 
now and feel morethan those who, asking 
alms forit, are sometimes met with sneers 
and a repulse, asif the taint of sin was on 
eyen those who seek to save the erring. 

When troubles come of God, 
“v nan Sees are sick, when working ftathers 


And die, when boats go Jown at sea, then 
naught 

ichooves like patience. 

hut for troubles wrought of men, 

Vatience is hard—1 tell you it 1s hard. 


Our hearts would often fail us dia we not 
remember that onceiaoid Jerusalem our 
Lord was pitiful to such as these, and some- 
times we have wished from our inmost souls 
that as a baad of Christian women we could 
unaidedly care for these that have falten. 

But to sustain an institution that shall be 
powerful for good tothis unfortunate class, 
ibere must needs be strong medsures, ade- 
«juate means and co-operation of the many 
whom God has blessed with virtue and rros- 
perity. and not alone the few who constitute 
this little Board of Managers. Year by year 
as We go along we can realize more and more 
the magnitude of this undertakioc, and our 
own weakness inits suppert. What has been 
done in the past is but a foundation work for 
what might be accomplished if those to 
whom has been entrusted the silverand the 
vold which is the Lord’s would share in 
the responsibilities which no child of his can 
justly escape—for of woom much is given, 
much will be required, and to tave the er- 
ring is plainly a Chistian’s duty. 

With all the need of an etfective reformato- 
-y of this kind in this city, where vice is mak- 
ing such fearful vrogress, and with all the 
possibilities in this direction that might re- 
sult from united Cobristian effort, our house, 
which is the only open doorinsSt. louis for 
the penitent Magdalen which hinges upon 
rotestent charity,is but little more than a 
well-established laundry, where twenty or 
thirtv out of the hundreds of unfortunates 
whom we ought to be able to reach are work- 
ing from morn til! night to support the 

institution that shelters and protects them 
through the year or two of penitential seclu- 
sion from the cold, bard world, which has in 


most cases goaded them to infam7. 
It is eniefiy by their industrv that 
the Guardian Home is supported, the 


annual subscriptions and donations being en- 
lirely inadequate to meet the expenses of the 
institution. While this is the case, it can be 
readily understood that the struggle for 
maintenance limitsin no small degree the 
opportunities for moral and religious inswuc- 
tion which sucha reformatory should pos- 
sess. Besides this there is an absolute limit 
to our ability to extend the protection of the 
ilome, every new-comer adding one more 
to the number already scantily fed and 
clothed, so that, although many knock at our 


doors, there are few who canenter. I am 
dealing with plain facts, but it 
is time that a Christian community 


was made tounderstand that a great work 
for Christ, though well begun and needing 
only their systematic support, is not only 
crippled, butin danger of being altogether 
suspended for want of it. 

Those who were with us at our last public 
anniversary were deeply impressed with the 
importance of the work, and pledged their 
sympathy and aid, and in a few instances 
these pledges were generously fulfilled, but 
4 continuance 1n well doing isneeded. QOuf 
daily wants are ever recurring, and the need 
of enlarged operations is imperative. Scores 
ofthe unfortunate could be rescued and 
brought within religious influence if we had 
the means to take care of them, and, knowing 
that by a little thought on the part of God’s 
people, a little planning, « little adaptation 
of the means at their disposal, the work of 
the Hlomein rescuing and reforming the 
fallen might be greatly increased, we may be 
pardoned for reiterating our apes to you 
who hear us to-day, that you will renew your 
aeons and double your zeal in our be- 

alf. 
A few facts and figures will show something 
ofthe economic managementof the Home. 
Last year, ending October 2, 1879, 317 gratu- 
itous meals were given to transient comers: 
”) girls were regularly admitted, and 27 babies 
cared for, There were 4 deaths, | adult and 
‘infants. The average number during the 
vear was lS adultsand& babies. The total ex- 
penses of the institution during that time were 
>1.467; $918 of this ameunt was earned by the 
cirls in the laumdry, $4!) having been received 
from board, annual subscriptions and dona- 
lions; $194 of the above total expenses was 
for faundry supplies; $247 matron’s salary; 
>) undertaker’s bills; $44 for repairs; #12 
for water license; $0 for insurance, and $842 
for food and clothing, a small _re- 
mainder being for incidentals. $842 
is 16 cents a day for food and clothing 
for each of the adult fifteen inmates, and their 
food, clothing and sheiter is all they receive 
for faithfullabor 313 days out of the “5. 
“urely they must be in earnest in their wish 
to reform tobe willing to work for such 
Wages, Since October, 1879, we nave receiv- 
ed fifty-seven girls into the Home, nineteen 
of Whom are present to-day. Seventeen babies 
have been born in the home and twelve have 
come with their mothers from the hospital. 
Four hundred and eighty-nine gratuitous 
meals have been given; five deaths have oc- 
curred—one adult and four infants: three 
Warriages have been solemnized with the 
consentofthe managers. ‘The treasurer in 
her report will give the receipts and expenses 
forthe year, but it is safe enough to presume 
rate of last year has 
‘een maintained. This being the case, I 
think no one will lay the charge of unneces- 


“ary extravagance at our door. We 
“re often asked, does this work 
bay’ If a money . valuation can 


ue put upon such a work, 
| would reply that, looking at it in view of 
the dollars and cents actually expended, we 
consider sixteen cents a day but a small 
pecuniary risk forthe Christian to make for 
the possible bringing of an immortal soul 
Out of the depths of sin up to eternal } 
ieights, and the managers, upon whom this 
work falls andwho have for years sys- 
‘ematically given time, talent, hard labor and 
money, are often more than paid in partaking 
of the joy thatis felt by the angelsin heaven 
When one sinnerrepents. From the nature 
of the case a true estimate of the good ace 
complished can never be obtained, and the 
work requires faithin God’s promises 
‘ud a pure, Christ-like love on the part of 


i 


labor too heavy, no waiting too long, no 
anxiety too exhausting, no trial of patience 
too severe, if in the end one soulis snatched 
frem the destroyer. 

The question is not ‘‘Does it pay?” 
but “Is it needed?” As no argumentis want- 
ed to convince us of that, if we cannot make 
it pay, there is efficacy in the blood of Christ 
that washes away all sin, to cope with even 
this hydra-headed monster, and give success 
to the work, and if we but do our part, this 
open door will be the gateway tosalvation for 
many a Weary,wandering soul. True, we are 
beset with many and peculiar difficulties in 
this work. Aside from the difficulty of reach- 
ing this unfortunate class and bringing them 
under good influences, there is among those 
who do come to us such ignorance of moral 
and religions principle, so much of hereditary 
depravity, habitual fuleness and the utter 
hopelessness of being restored that takes pos- 
session of the soul of every woman who de- 
parts from virtue, that any effort or plan of 
reformstion must be built upon the strong 
foundations of a Christianity that seeks out 
the lost and Jifts them up 
a higherleve! and not a Pharisaic morality that 
stands upon the Keights and coidly bids the 
fallen woman “come Up where we are.” No- 
thing so melts a fallen woman, inspires hope, 
and strengthens resolution, asto come to her 
personaliv with the message that God died 
| for the chief of sinners, and that her sins may 
be forgiven, washed away, forgotien. 

Admitting. then, the position thatthis work 
bolds among the Christian charities, its 
claims should not be >orey considered. 

We bave too long hid the light of this insti- 
tution under a cover of delicacy. 

Weare crippled in resources, we helieve 
notso much because & generous Christian 
commubpity is not in sympathy with the work 
as that we have feared to present its needs 
and plans, for within the year past we have 
bad bountiful prooffrom many individuals 
that we have but to ask to receive. Donations 
of money,material and labor have been given, 


not grudgingly, but with a cheer- 
ful spirit, and if in the future 
we are emboldened by this experience 


to such an extent asto weary you with the 
presentation of our wants, remember that it 
is because the work is growing on our 
bands and our calls upon your benevolence 
willbe according. . _ 

The importance of religiousinstruction and 
influence upon the inmates is felt by the 
managers. The day begins and ends with 
family worship. legular service is heldin 
} the parlor on Sabbath afternoons, anda Bible 
| class is conducted by Mrs. Forbes and Miss 
Richards. The Sabbath services have been 
conducted by Rev. Mr. Smiley, Rev. Dr. 
Hughey and daughter, Rev. Mr. Key, Rev, 
Mr. Scofield, tev. Mr. Stewart, Mar. Wash- 
ington and daughter, Mr. Bunting and Rev. 
Father Shinn. The last-named has done faith- 
ful service in preaching and conducting other 
religious exercises. The attendance of the 
inmates upon these services is obligatory, 
none but those detailed for duty in the nursery 
remaining absent. Cases of insubordination are 
very rare, and extreme measures to insure 
order and ‘obedience are almost unknown. 
This we consider remarkable, in view of the 
previous habits and temper of those who 
come under our control. 

The secretary is unable to give as complete 
am account of the details of the work as might 
be desired, not having received reports reg- 
ularly from the various committees. A gen- 
eral survey is perbaps sll that is import- 
ant at this time, but infuture an accurate 
monthlyfreport of all committees, to be 
placed on record by the secretary, is recom- 
mended. The various committees appointed 
by the president have performed their duties 
with commendable fidelity, so far as it has 
been possible to carry out theirplans. Their 
duties have resolved chiefly and of necessity 
into the one continual business of soliciting. 
As for instance the wardrobe committee, 
finding the most imperative need of all sorts 
of wearing apparel, must see that these abso- 
lute wants are supplied. The first step to be 
taken in a well-sustained institution would 
be to go, money in hand, and make judicious 
purchases at advantageous rates, and then 
apply them to the individual needs, and thus 
meet the demand for comfortable clothing 
for these hard-working girls; but the first 
business of our committee 1s to soiic® gifts, 
often at a great expense of time snd with 
much discourageinent, as there is frequently 
a very inadequate supply. The House and 
Supply Committees have experienced the 
same drawback in the accomplisPment of 
their Work,and as the cold weather approach- 
es our Home and its inmates are exceedingly 
destitute and in danger of actual suffering 
unless some means are speedily devised for 
supplies. Comfortables, blankets, warm 
stull for dresses and skirts, flannel, calico, 
muslin, hosiery and shoes are all needed, to 
say nothing of food andfuel. Cast-off cloth- 
ing is particularly acceptable,either for adults 
orinfants. Will not some to whom this 
knowledge may come immediately respond 
liberally’ 

By means of the generous donations during 
the year (a list of which will be appended tv 
this report) our building has been put in 
<ood repair, the lot improved, neeessary out- 
bouses built, sothatthe exterior presents a 
general thrifty appearance. We trust that 
the Lord will move other generous hearts to 
contribute to the comfort of the inmates, 
Nearly two years since we learned that the 
sum of $1,000 bad been left to the Institute by 
one whose interestin it had been marked in 
life by many generous gifts, and whe, dying, 
left us the muniticent bequest which we shall 
doubtless receive shortly. According to the 
be«juest the interest only can be used, the 
principalto bea reserve fund for future 
benefit. 

Donotions and bejuests of this kind are 
amore fitting monumentthan storied ura 
or scultptured marble. 


In April; 1879, our present matron assumed 
her duties as such, since which time she has 
cenducted the affairs of the institution in 
such a manner as to inspire the managers 
with contidence and to command the respect 
and obedience of alithe inmates, not a few 
evincing strong affection for her. Her duties 
are manifoid and arduous, oftentimes per- 
forming double duty as nurse and physician, 
spending nights of weariness with the sick, 
yet at her post at dawn of day, giving personal 
attention to the receiving and distributing: of 
clothes from the laundry, as well as directing 
and assisting in every department of labor in 
the house and out of it. In extending to her 
this meed of approbation we are sure that we 
but feebly express the sentiments of the ladies 
of the board with regard to her services. 
The managers would tender their sincere 
thanks to those physicians who have so cheer- 
fully given their gratuitous services to the 
institution through the two years past. The 
reward for benevolence likethis comes from 
above. To all who have in any way befriend- 
ed us, to the ladies and gentlemen who have 
given so liberally of their money, to the vari- 
ous dealers who have given lumber, brick, 
paints, dry goods, provisions, aud other ne- 
cessary commodities for the support and 
| comfort of the inmates, to the mechanic3 and 
laborers who have given valuable time and 
labor we would return thanks. May thev 
fully realize the truth of the saying, ‘*Itis 
more blessed to give than to receive.” 
Before closing let us suggest one or two 
practical inquiries, hoping the friends pres- 
ent will discuss and decide them for us. 
Ought not this work to be aguressive’ 
If so, how shall we induce greater numbers 
to take advantage of this Home? 
How sball we obtain means to enlarge, or 
even coutinue this work? We ought to have 
a nursery department for the care of vhildren 
of those who, leaving us after having been 
faithful in their service one or two years, are 
often unable to tind employment on account 
of the child which ey must lead, and are 
therefore in danger of being driven back into 
evil ways. We feelitto be a necessary part 
ofthe work of reformation here begun to as- 
sist these unfortunate mothers to obtain hon- 
est employment, and in this way we could 
at least remove a hindrance, if we could not 
otherwise aid them. Cannot some: plan be 
devised for this work? Brave-hearted women 
with willing hands are ready to do the work 
if means are supplied. We trust that Go 
will put it into the hearts of His people to 
devise liberai things. With heartfelt 
tude to God for H ess 
in the past, we would most 
‘earnestly pray that the coming years may see 
the work prosper more and more abundantly. 
We would also make grateful mention of the 


fidelity and zeal of our President in attend-

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Our Lumber Trade. 
St. Louris, December 15, 1880. 
To tne Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In vour issue of the 27th ult., you have an 
article beaded ‘‘Lumber.’’ This article has 
several weak points discernabie at once to 
persons in the trade, but to others not soap- 
parent. 

i. The amounts given by you, as received 
in rafts by the various firms, correct as they 
may be, are not by any means the full receipts 
of white pine (as the public is led to believe) 
of the firms mentioned. Fully 65,000,000 feet 
were received from the North by rail and 
probably 100,000,000 from the South by rail 
and barges. In addition to these receipts o¢ 
lumber, quite a quantity of logs (pine and 
hard wood) came to this market. As your 
article stated the receipts of lumber by the 
larger dealersin raft, it should, in justice, 
be said that the receipts by rail were not in 
the same proportion. itis afact, forinstance, 


that the Schulenburg-Boeckeler Lumber Com- 

any received upwards af 20,000,000 feet of 
lasaber by rail and barges and 10,000,000 feet 
of white pine logs, thus nearly 
if not more than equalizing 
the business done in St. Louis by the three 
manufacturing firms. 

Your article makes the average value of 
lumber, omitting the fractions, appear as 
follows: The Knapp, Stout & Co. Company 
(Chippewa product), $1550 per M; Eau 
Claire Lumber Company (Chippewa pro- 
duct), $16 25; Schulenburg & Boeckeler 
Lumber Company (St. Croix product) ,$13 50; 
Gruner Bros. (mixed product), $25;;Methudy 
& Meyer (mixed product), $19 75. 

Now, it is well known to the trade that the 
St. Croix stock is equalin value, yes, more 
valuable than Chippewa stock, whilst the 
Gruner Bros. Company’s lumber value is 
placed so ridiculously high that every reader 
could at once detect the error. In the case 
of Methudy & Meyerthe average cost per M 
feet of white pine lumberis also much too 
high. We admitthe factthat their receipts 
of white pine umber were 14,000,000 feet, 
but these do not represent a greater value 
than about $1/0,000, and not $275,000, as you 
make it. The fact that their sales 
of all kinds of lumber show a much larger 
aggregate bas nothing todo with the ques- 
tion at fssue. Our dealers know that $15 per 
1,000 feet average will cover all that the lum- 
ber reeeived this season by raft is worth. 

Whilst it gives us great pleasure to per- 
ceive that the press ia taking an interest in 
the lumber trade we could, nevertheless, not 
let the weak paints in the article go forth un- 
contradicted.
